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Applicant is reminded of the proper language and format for an abstract of the 
disclosure. 

The abstract should be in narrative form and generally limited to a single 
paragraph on a separate sheet within the range of 50 to 150 words. It Is important that 
the abstract not exceed 1 60 words in length since the space provided for the abstract 
on the computer tape used by the printer is limited. The form and legal phraseology 
often used in patent claims, such as "means" and "said," should be avoided. The 
abstract should describe the disclosure sufficiently to assist readers in deciding whether 
there is a need for consulting the full patent text for details. 

The language should be clear and concise and should not repeat information 
given in the title. It should avoid using phrases which can be implied, such as, "The 
disclosure concerns," "The disclosure defined by this invention," "The disclosure 
describes," etc. 



Claims 20-21 are method of using claims dependent on apparatus claim 1. This 
is improper and should be rejected under USC 112, 2nd paragraph and 35 UCS 101. 
Note MPEP 2173.05(q) "Use" Claims. 



The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 1 02 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to virtiich said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 1-2, 8, 13-21. are rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over WO 02/084078 (Martin) in view of U.S. 3588297 (Crump). Martin 
discloses all the claimed subject matter from the preamble (please note WO 02/084078 
is from the same inventor as this application, it's unnecessary to point exactly what the 



WO patent teaches), but does not disclose the compensating device. Crump is relied 
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upon to disclose it's well known to use a compensating device 52 to synchronizing the 
movement of two out-of-phase shafts. It would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to provide a 
compensating device in Martin as taught by Crump for the purpose of synchronizing the 
movements of the two shafts. 

Claims 3-7, 9-10, are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base 
claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the 
limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. 

The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. Ikegami et al, Okutani et al, and Epshteyn disclose compensating 
devices for two output shafts.
